Hand Book of The Law of Private Corporations, by William L. 
Clark, Jr. 2d Edition by Francis B. Tiffany. West Publishing 
Company. St. Paul, Minnesota. 1907. Price, $3.75. "Horn Book 
Series." 

The value of the "Horn Book Series" has been too clearly de- 
monstrated to require additional testimonials. Professor Clark's 
contributions to this series, and his well-known works on "Crimi- 
nal Law," "Contracts," and "Criminal Procedure" impelled the profes- 
sion and students to look forward with high anticipation to the first 
edition of his work on "Private Corporations." Their anticipations 
were not disappointed. The work gave evidences of great care and 
thought. The unsettled questions of law on many points were given 
attention and to their solution the author brought clearness of argu- 
ment, succinct statement and the reconciliation of many seeming 
contradictions. In the limited space allowed he gave probably the 
best treatise on the subject, whose value to the practitioner was as 
great as to the student. The lapse of ten years has made the present 
edition necessary. The text has only been changed when made 
necessary by the many decisions rendered during that period. Re- 
cent cases have been added to the notes and some new matter carried 
into the text. The revision has been well and carefully done, and the 
new work is an edition of marked value and worthy of a place on 
every lawyer's shelf.
